ALTERATION OF TRAVEL GRANT 
TOMATOES ARE SYSTEM EFFECTED BY WRA 


A new system of paying 
the evacuee funds for 


traveling and for initial 
living expenses have gone 
into effect. The changes 
include: 

(1) Fare to the point 
of destination will bo fúr- 
nished either in the form 
of a railroad or bus tickot 
or & government transpor- 
tation request with which 
the traveler can buy his 
own tickot,. 

(2) The throo dollars 
aday for meals and ox- 
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pensos while en routo will 
be paid in cash before the 
evacuees leaves the center. 

(3) The grant for ini- 
tial living expenses at 
the place of employment 
will be sent to the relo- 
cation by mail. Upon arri- 
val, the evacuee may call 
for the check in person or 
write the relocation of- 
ficer asking him to for- 
ward it to him. Checks 
not claimed within thirty 
days will be returned to 
the projoct.

are now ‘approxinately 3000 WRA evacuees and 3000 
voluntary and resident Japunese-Americans residing in 
the northern countics. 

it is fenred that any lareer influx of the ovacueos 
into that arena would be inadvisable since it would 
cronto a post-war wunomploynent ‘nroblen decaugo Utah 
has beon o surplus labor aron for many yoarse ' 

In view of these facts, the foliowing moasures will 
go into effect to control rolocetion: from tho WRA con= 
tors to Utaha 

(1) No indcfinite lcavcs to Salt Jako, Wober, Devis, 
Box Elder, Utah and Toolo countios will bo granted 
without prior enproval fran the Salt lake City offica, 

(2) Seasonal workers, leaving the project oftor 
August 29, will not be givon indofinito leaves inthose 
countics aftcr thoir soason:] york is completod unloss 
vory unusuai circumstances surround their caso, 

(3) Scasonal workers will bs allowed to go to these 
counties 6nly upon the cpproval of a USES official, 
County egcnt or the War Food Administration. 

(4) Short tome leaves to this arce be limited, No 
short-term loave will be issued to allow cvacucos to 
hunt for a job. 

(5) Housing situation in the arsa is acuto whilo 
cost of living is higke Favorable attituđo of public 
may change if more Japanese-Americans move in; there- 
fore, evacuees interosted in northern Utah cre dig- 
courared,. . 

(6) Howaver, the officc will do everything possiblo 
to rejoin family mombors and will assist all inmodiato 
family members in finding fobs near the rest of tho 
family.
